Ittle since he was brought back to his 
cottage a beaten, .bruised, brooding 
figure. As he walked around his house

All the evening and 
Into the early hours today automobiles 
swept out-bound for the coast and the 
California valley cities, for the mining 
camps far out In the Nevada desert and 
places more remote and today Re 
begins to look normal as far as popu- 
lation Is concerned. The restaurants 
are still limited to rather scanty bills 
of fare and .the hotels uncomfortably 
full, but the biggest day In the history 
of the little city is gone.

experts still lingering on the shady 
side of the principal streets and In the 
cafes and hotel lobbies. The big bat- 
tle Is, of course, the one • topic betnt 
discussed.In the cold calmjthat follows 
previous enthusiasm. .

little attention Is paid to Sam Lang- 
ford's challenge and the black cham- 
pion himself regards It as a joke. He 
said last night he won'2, disregard a 
challenge from that source, so appar- 
ently It means a wait for an un- 
known. 


No one knows Just how many people 


saw the big flght or what the gate 
receipts were. 
No turnstiles 
were 


used and the tickets were on sale In 
so many places that only approximate 
figures can be given. The lowest esti- 
mate of the gate money Is $230,000 and 
the highest $270,000. Guessers among 
the promoters' staff place the attend- 
ance at from 18,000 to 20,000. At al 
events It was the biggest crowd that 
ever saw a prize flght and the sales 
were so far ahead of any other engage 
ment that the record disappears. 


No Yellow Streak Shown. 


In all the fight talk and the dissec- 


tions of yesterday afternoon's event 
one thing stands out sharply, the;-e 
Is no' mention of Johnson's yellow 
streak, the thing that has been writ- 
ten and talked about ever since he 
came into ring prominence. The ex- 
perts who sat at the ringside agree In 
saying that not once did he give any 
indications of fear. 


His nervousness in the fl-rst round wa 


apparent but no one who wktched him 
in that period of the fight could fairly 
attribute It to anything else than na 
tural nervousness, a kind of stage 
fright. 


He was -not afraid of the big m*n 


who faced him from, the other corner 
but rather afraid from the knowledge 
that his all was at stake. His state 
ment given out at his quarters las 
even had been -well thought out, bu 
his remarks as he stepped back to hii 
corner after Jeffries had been battered 
down were spontaneous and show hi! 
state of mind when the heat of battli 
was still on him. '. 


An Unstudied Statement. 


As his friends and the newspape 


men crowded about him while he laj 
back in the hands of his seconds hs 
said: 


"Jeffries never could hit me. 
He 


could not penetrate my defense. I hav 
always known this and he has Jus 
found It out. 
When he crouched 


made him straighten up and then 1 
picked him to pieces. I used every 
thing there is In pugilism on Jeffrie;

Beverly, Mass., July 5.—Secretary of 


the Interior Ballinger arrived in Bev- 
erly this morning, lunched with Presi- 
dent Taft at Burgess Point and this 
afternoon was engaged In a confer- 
ence with the chief executive on the 
subject of the reorganization of the 
United 
States 
reclamation 
service. 


The beginning of work under the new 
$20,000,000 Issue of the certificates of 
indebtedness, authorized to 
complete 


the irrigation projects In the west, also 
was discussed. The usual 
crop of 


resignation rumors came to Beverly 
with the secretary, but he soon put a 
quietus on these. 


Not Going to Resign. 


"I am not a quitter and I never have 


been," he declared. 
"I didn't bring 


along any resignations and don't In- 
tend to leave any." 


The conference with the president 


will probably conclude this afternoon 
and Mr. Ballinger hopes to be back In 
Washington tomorrow. 


The members of the new board of 


engineers appointed by President Taft 
to examine and report upon various 
projects to be carried forward under 
the {20,000,000 fund are under orders 
to report to the secretary of the In- 
terior at the earliest possible moment. 
Mr. Ballinger will issue the necessary 
Instructions to them and Is anxious 
that they shall begin right away. 


Out of the growing favor of tho 


'sane Fourth" idea in Fort Wayne is 
coming an attempt to prevent by legis- 
ation the sale of flre-crackers, tor- 
pedoes and other explosives in this 
city, and in all probability the city 
council will soon be asked' to enact 
such a measure. 


The position is taken that the prac- 


tice of using Fourth of July explosives 
not only serves no good purpose, but 
that it is attended by danger to life 
and Hmb to such a degree as to war- 
rant Its utter prohibition In the city.

Negroes Exultant and Cau- 


casians Sore Over 


Outcome. 


CLASHES OCCUR 


IN MANY CITIES 


New York Scene of Many a 


Riot—Philadelphia Was 


Disturbed. 


There was scarcely a center of popu- 


atlon where either last night or early 
today serious racial clashes did not 
ensue as a direct consequence of the 
big prize fight at Reno. The colored 
Deople, jubilant and in mood to ex- 
ult, 
and the whites, disappointed, sore 


•xnd in temper to answer any sort of 
challenge, came together in numerous 
instances and bloody and even fatal 
encounters were the consequence. In 
many of the cities of the south the 
collisions were -numerous and grave. 


Fearful -that exhibition of the mov- 


ing pictures of the light will have the 
effect of stirring up the negroes to un- 
wonted pitch of race pride and of 
arousing a corresponding passion of 
resentment among certain.elements of 
the whites police officials in several 
cities where the negro population is 
large—notably Baltimore and Wash- 
ington and other cities on or below the 
borderland of the south—are taking 
steps to have the picture exhibitions 
prohibited by law. 


NEGRO HUNTS IN GOTHAM. 


New York, July 5.—Police were still 


keeping active patrol 
today 
in the 


"black belts" of New York to check 
any further sporadic race trouble en 
gendered by the outcome of the Jef- 
rles-Johnson flght. The resentment 
caused by the defeat of Jeffries at the 
hands of a negro caused 
scores of 


street fights, negro hunts through the 
streets and petty outbreaks nil through 
the night. One negro was killed early 
today, his assailant 
escaping, while 


several badly bruised negroes are In 
hospitals recovering from Injuries and 
fright. . 


The "blade and tan" zone was the 


scene of th'o only race-killing reported. 
George Crawford, a. negro waiter, had 
on altercation with an unknown white 
man over the question of what Jef- 
frlos In his prime could have done to 
•Johnson: The" white" hian efSSSi the 
argument by striking Crawford over 
the head with a blunt Instrument. The 
negro died later In the hospital. Nel- 
son Turner, a negro, was nearly lynch- 
ed for yelling to a crowd of 
white 


men In the "San Juan" section "We 
blacks put one over on you whites and 
we're going to do more to you." Then 
Turner drew a revolver, which missed 
fire, and In a trice the crowd was upon 
him. He was being hiu>led to a lamp- 
post when the police rescued him. 


There were race troubles In all the 


borough? of the city, but the police 
say no further trouble Is expected. 


BIG TIME IN PHILADELPHIA. 


Philadelphia. July 4.—More than one 


hundred whites and blacks, some with 
their heads beaten or showing some 
other evidence of their participation In 
last night's race riot, following John- 
son's victory at Reno, were stood up 
before police magistrates today to re- 
ceive punishment. As a rule the dis- 
turbers of the peace were 
released 


with a fine, but those more seriously 
Involved In the riots were held in bat 
for court or sent to the county prison 
for short 
terms. 
The 
disturbances 


were not confined to any particular 
part of the city or public parks, lights 
breaking out nearly everywhere that 
the two races intermingled. 


The police were looking: for trouble 


in the event of Johnson's victory and 
ruled with an iron hand when 
the 


trouble came. Clubs were freely used 
in quelling the disturbances.

Quail, in answer to a request as to 
how she enjoyed the celebration in 
her honor Monday. 


And happy certainly expressed her

More 
than 
one hundred 


years ago, amid semi-savagery, Kll- 
So-Quah. granddaughter of two great 
chiefs. Indian princess by blood, was 
born near Roanoke, where 
on the 


Fourth Bh« received the tribute of af- 
fection and admiration due to a nobly- 
born member of a passing race. 


Monday's big celebration in honor -it. 


her centennial birthday anniversary at 
Roanoke, west of here, became in real- 
ity a continuous reception held by her. 
Conservative estimates are that 10.000 
persons were present and of these a 
very large number paid her the tribute 
of greeting and handshake. 


Monday morning Kil-So-Quah arose 


at 5 o'clock. She called her son, An- 
thony Revarre, and asked him If it 
were not almost time to go to the cele- 
bration. , "I want to get over there. I 
want to get it over with. I want to 
get It oft my mind," she exclaimed. 


Feared Death Would Coma. 


During the last few days she has 


be«n anxious for fear ehe would die. 
This anxiety was intensified late Sun- 
day, when she had a slight attack of 
Illness that required the attention of a. 
physician. 
For thi» reason she was 


more" than childishly eager for Mon- 
day's big celebration. 


A huge tent was erected in a grove 


just to the east of Roanoke. At -the 
•tde of this was a smaller one. In this 
smaller tent Kll-So-Quah received bur 
friends. 
All day she was surrounded 


by members of the Miami tribe of In- 
dians, acting as Interpreter*. 


Dressed in a waist of red. flowered, 


a blue skirt, a shawl over her shoulders 
and a black apron, her head, which is 
Just streaked 
with gray, 
retaining 


much of Its original black beauty, Kil- 
So-Quah does not look to be BO ag«d. 


Apparently happy beyond expres- 


sion, eager and full of anticipation. »ha 
arrived In a blgr automobile at the re- 
aeptlon grove Just before » o'clock. In 
tne big automobile with her wa» a 
committee of ladles, headed by Mrs. 
KoontE. wife of Dr. S. Koontz, origi- 
nator of the plan for the celebration. 


High Mas* Celebrated. 


She was taken at once to the tent 


where an altar had been prepared for 
solemn high mass. This ceremony w.ts 
pronounced by Rev. Father Fassler. of 
Roanoke. A quartet chanted the mas». 
Following the rites Rev. Father Mun- 
govan, of Arcola. spoke briefly of the 
work 'of the Jesuit Fathers in bringing 
Christianity to the Indians. 


Ttits done Kll-So-Quah, more or less 


exhausted by her ride, '.ros iBii i<-> her 
tent, near by. where sho spent the 
morning. But she was not too tired to 
be greeted by those who called. Sho 
had a warm rtand clasp for every one 
and refused-to let any one who was 
Introduced to her go without shaklni;

ored by being not only its most Influen- 
tial chieftain, but almost always Its 
moat powerful element of good. 
. "It- IB eaia of him that not only, did 
lie consult with the head men of Ills 
tribe as to matters of public concern 
in so far as the dealings and treatment 
of other tribes were concerned, but 
that as to 'the internal affairs of the 
tribe he seldom acted without first se- 
curing the advice pf others and that 
he refuged to accept the chieftainship 
of hla people until they had first de- 
clared their wish that ho should do so 
as the most fit for the position, al- 
though by Indian custom and proce- 
dure'he out-ranked all others of his 
tribe entitled to that honor. 


"His government -was the most demo- 


cratic in that on all occasions he ad- 
vised with and acted In all matters ac- 
cording to the combined wisdom of hia 
people. His position In Indian history 
and tradition Is not that of that grand 
old chief, Logan, who wag, known flnd 
loved or feared because he was the 
friend of the -white man and Is much 
honored and respected for it, but Little 
Turtle by his conduct and example 
was known not as the friend of the 
white man or the Indian or of any 
class, he was revered' and beloved as 
the friend of all men. 


"It is said of him that he lived an 


exceedingly correct life and that, he 
went before the legislatures oC Ken- 
tucky and Ohio, as well,as congress for 
the purpose and -with the hope that 
better laws might be enacted in rela- 
tion to the saje of liquor to the Indian." 


Previous to the speaking the Red 


Men of northern Indiana gave a pa- 
rade. Owing to the dust and hoat there 
was not a long line, but Red Men as- 
sarted there were almost 2,000 mem- 
bers present. 


During the day members of the 


Miami tribe of Indtfins held a reunion, 
but they spent most of their time 
greeting paleface friends nnd paying 
silent, respectful honor to their prin- 
cess. 


Anthony Revnrre, who was recently 


made a Red Man, was especially ac- 
tive among those lodgemen. "Here is 
an Indian. 
Yes, he is. He took my 


scalp," he sal<l with a smile as he In 
troduced a Rod Man who hnd helped 
Initiate him. 


Kil-so^-quah likes the palefaces. She 


wants to meet more, of them before 
she dies. Some time "last moon" she 
was 100 yoa.rs old. No other womn.n in 
America, In all probability, could give 
a holiday reception to thousands of 
people, could attend worship, ride to 
and from h«r home in an automobile, 
rising at 5 o'clock and still say with a 
Warning smile, "I am happy." At noon 
a big ham sandwich arid some tempt- 
ing salad made o." gtfod part of her
